In the first place let it be under- 


stood that all the ajotbority the city 
council possess they derive from tha, 
statute laws of the state. The stat- 
ute provides that the city council of 
1883 may levy a ,tax not to exceed 
two per cent of th» assessed valua- 
tion of the city for dhe year 1882 as 
equalized by the stole board, which 
amounted to $1,961,147; two per cent. 
of which is $39,228*94.

bonde, $5,60000. i total of S44,- 
826.94.

They are not compelled to make a 


levy for tLat amount, but have no 
right to exceed the same, and any 
amount in excess of ;tue two per cent 
ie illegal and void. The council made 
appropriations for all departments to 
a total of $52,400 Seven thousand 
five huudred aor< seventy-three dol- 
lars and six cents mpre than allowed 
by law. la this instance they show 
their "ability" to be dargely in excess 
of the limits of luit or the expecta- 
tions of their constituency whose ser- 
vants they are. 


The statute further provides thut 


the city council shall, during the first 
quarter of each year, puss an ordi- 
nance to be known as the "annual 
appropriation bill " in which they 
may appropriate bbch sums as may 
be deemed necessary to defray the 
city's expenses. Said ordinance must 
specify the objects and purposes for 
which the appropriation is made,and 
specify the au.ounc appropriated for 
each purpose, and in- accordance with 
the above law, the council passed an 
ordinance appropriating amounts to 
the several departments to a total of 
152,400; and the law .still further pro- 
vides that the council shall not make 
any further appropriation daring the 
year, unless sanctioned by a majority 
of the legal voters ,of the city, and 
that they shall not in any manner 
add to the expediture of the city one 
cent more than the amount appropri- 
ated, which in this case, is many 
thousand dollars more than they had 
any right to make. The council has 
DO right to make^any contract or 10- 
cur cny expense unless an appropri- 
ation has been previoubly made. 


I would like to have the mayor and 


council explain and-^how where their 
right and authority comes in by 
which th« y contract for a fourteen 
thousand dollar pump. 


They have collected from the tax- 


payers by general tax money enough 
to pay the entire amount of their ap- 
propriations . They have no right to 
expend a single dollar more. 
There 


has been collected for saloon license 
about ten thousand dollars; water, 
tines and sundry other licenses about 
ten thousand dollars, making about 
twenty thousand dollars more than 
their annual appropriations, which 
amount should be in the city treas- 
ury to-day. The council, during the 
last three years, have levied and col 
lected, under the pretense of placing 
same to the credit of the ninking 
fund, $20,400, not one dollar of which 
is in the treasury to day. 


Will the Hon. gentlemen please 


rise and explain where the money is, 
and, if they have used it, by what 
authority? There should be in our 
city treasury to-day about forty 
thousand dollars. 
If it is not there 


it has been stolen or illegally con- 
verted, More next time.
